From Riga on the Baltic Sea to the Roumanian frontier, the 
Russians and Austro-Germans along the entire front are engaged in 
battle but except in Galicia, where the Russians continue to develop 
their advantage or hold back thrusts of the Teutons, little has become 


known.concerning the operations. ° 
Men And Material. 

Not alone have the Russians in their drive in Galicia made 
goodly gains of terrain, but their captures of men, guns and material 
have been enormous. From July 1 to July 13, according to a Russian 
official communication, 36,643 officers and men of the Teuton allies 
have been made prisoners by General Brusiloff’s forces and 93 heavy 
and light guns, 28 trench mortats, 403 machine guns and 91 guns 
of other description have been taken. 

The Germans in Champagne have again attempted with large 
bodies of men to recapture positions tagen from them recently near 
Mont Haut and the Teton. They were entirely repulsed near the 
Teton, suffering heavy ca@ualties. On Mont Haut during a night- 
long battle their efforts, according to the French war office, were 
momentarily successful in regaining nearly al the ground they had 
lost. Violent counter attacks Jaunched by the French, however, 
succeeded in the return to General Petain’s forces of all the German 


gains, 
Ratding Enterprises. 

Considerable fighting has taken place between the British and the Ger- 
mans on the northern front in France and Belgium, but apparently the in- 
fantry attacks are still in the nature of raiding enterprises, although Berlin 
records the repulse of British attempts to recapture positions at Lombaert- 
zyde in Belgium, and the infliction of heavy losses. 

The probable recommencement of heavy fighting along the Austro-Italian 
front seems apparent from the latest official communication from Rome. 
Heavy bombardments have begun along the entire front, with the Italian 
gunners doing effective work in destroying enemy positions at various points. 
In the Jamiana Valley, the Italians, following a heavy bombardment, de- 
livered a successful raid, capturing 276 prisoners and machine guns and war 
material.

Germans Checked 

PARIS, July 16.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“Moderate artillery actions occurred 
north of Braye-en-Laonnois and near

“In Champagne the fighting during 
the night at Mont Hawt ended in a 
check for the Germans, who were not 
able to regain the ground conquered 
by us on the 14th.

Escaped By THe Assist- 
ance Of A Czech 
Soldier. 


FORFEITED HIS LIFE 
FOR SLAV BROTHER 


Honored In Every Roll 
Call Czecho-Slovak 
Brigade. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, July 16.—1t is not 
generally known that at one time dur- 
ing the present war Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral L. G. Korniioff, whose victories 
in Galicia have so astonished the 
worlt, was an Austrian prisonet of 
war and that he escaped from Aus- 
trian captivity with the aid of a Czech 
soldier, who himself forfeited his life 
for the help extended to his dis- 
tinguished Slav brother. 

During the retreat of the Russian 
army from the Carpathians in the 
spring of 1915, General Kornlloff, 
then commanding the rear guard, was 
captured by the Austrians and intern- 
ed in Bohemia, In the summer of 
1916, he managed to escape with the 
help of a Czech soldier, Frank Mrnak. 
For several weeks the two fugitives 
were making their way stealthily to- 
ward the Roumanian froutier, hiding 
by day and travelling by night. But 
one day in August they were eur- 
prised by gendarmes; the general got 
away and finally reached Russia, 
where he commanded the Petrograil 
garrison during the revolution, Mrnak 
was hit and captured and later sen 
tenced by the court martial in Press- 
burg to be shot. 

It had been the Czeh soldier's in- 
tention to enter as a volunteer into 
the ranks of the Cezecho-Slovak brig- 
ade, which has by this time grown In- 


to two divisions and has so dis- 
tinguished itself in the present Rus- 
sian offensive around Halicz, That 


his name and his heroic deed should 
not be forgotten, the commander of 
the brigade issued an order to have 
Mrnak's name inscribed on the roll of 
Company A of the first regiment of 
che Czecho-Slovak brigade of sharp- 
shooters, It was further ordered that 
every roll call when Mrnak’s name is 
called, the sergeant of the first squad 
shall answer: ‘Shot by Hungarian 
court martial {n Pressburg for saving 
General Kornlioff.”

WASHINGTON, July 16,—Uncer- 
tainty as to Greece's status in the 
world war was cleared away today 
with the receipt of official information 
that the Greek government not only 
has severed relations with all four of 
the Central Powers, but is actually in 
a state of war with them. 

Information has reached the state 
department that the Greek ministers 
in Paris has notified the French gov- 
ernment Greece considers herself a 
full belligerent and will act accord- 
ly. He said it was not necessary to is- 
sue a formal declaration of war as the 
government feels it is bound by the 
declarations previously issued at Sal- 
onikl by Premier Venizelos, who took 
with him to Athens all the responsi- 
bilities and commitments of the tem- 
porary Saloniki government. 

As a serni-belligerent Greece is ex- 
pected to lose no time in mobilizing 
her war resources and joining effec- 
tively in the common allied operations 
in the Balkans. The strength of the 
Venizelos army is placed at about 60,- 
000 men and the remnants of the 
former regular army while not over 
30,000 has at times mobilized to a 
total of 200,000 men and is capable of 
reaching 300,000 if munitions are pro- 
vided. The regulars practically were 
demobilized by the allies when form- 
er King Constantine held the organiza- 
tion as a threat to the allies’ rear, but 
can quickly be called to the colors 
again, 

Commissioner Jonnart, whom the 
allies entrusted with enforcing Con- 
stantine’s abdication, has reported 
that a Greek army of 250,000 will be 
raised to add to the 700,000 allied sol- 
diers already in the Balkans. 

It is understood here that while 
some pro-German anti-spirit remains 
in Greece, a great majority of the 
people are happy that a flat decision 
has at last been made and that the 
perils and uncertainties that have be- 
set the nation's attempt to be neutral 
are ended, It is realized that Greece 
has a splendid opportunity to stren- 
gthen her international position which 
has suffered through her doubtful pol-

NOT HELPED BY 


APPOINTED TO DEVIZE PLAN 


DEPENDENTS 
PATRIOTIC FUND 


Case Of Children In City Whose Fathers Have Laid Down Their 
Lives Arouses The Interest Of H. H. Cooper, Local Chairman Of 
Committee Of National Service League—Meeting Held In The 
Macdonald Selects Committee To Take Action. 


A meeting originally called under 
the auspices of the National Service 
league, but which eventually resolved 
Uself into.a gathering-of-citizens when 
it was ascertained that the inatter 
under discussion could not be dealt 
with by the league, was held at the 
Macdonald hotel last night to consider 
the question of meeting cases of relief 
to soldiers’ dependents not covered by 
the Patriotic fund, 

Explains Situation 

H, H. Cooper, the local chairman of 
the Committee of the National Service 
league in presenting the matter for 
discussion stated that it had been 
brought to his attention that there 
were in the city children of soldiers 
who had given their lives for the: hm- 
pire and whose mothers had also been 
taken from them. These were cases 
which do not properly come under 
the scope of the operations of the 
Patriotic fund whose work ceases 
when the soldiers’ dependents are 
tak@n over by the Pensions board. It 


was pointed out, however, that the 
present scale of pension is in many 
cases insufficient to meet the needs 


of the case, and as a result, there are 
in Edmonton many instances of real 
need of supplementary assistance. 

In introducing the matter Mr. Coop- 
er stated that this was a conditon 
which was inevitable under the very 
nature of things and that it was not 
necessarily with a view of censuring 
anyone that he had called the citizens 
together to bring the facts before 
them, but rather that by their united 
counsel some remedy might be found,

Cases of Hardship 

A very full discussion of the subject 
took place, many of the speakers giv- 
ing instances which had come to their 
notice of hardships because of the 
lapses between the work of the differ 
ent organizations, or because of insuf- 
ficient pension allowances, One case 
was mentioned of a small boy, the son 
of a man who had enlisted in one of 
the local battalions and who had been 
killed. The boy's mother had left her 
husband before the war and the child 
was in the guardianship of a resident 
of the city. Because of a technicality 
in the Pensions act this boy Is deprived 
of the pension to which he is entitled, 
even though the kindly friend in 
whose charge he now is has expressed 
his willingness to have the entire 
amount of the pension deposited in 
trust to be devoted to the education 
of the child and to himself bear the 
expense in connection with his main- 
tenance in the meantime without re- 
muneration. It is to deal with, and 
seek to remedy inequalities of which 
this is a sample, that action of the 
citizens of Edmonton through the 
meeting held last night is be 
sought, 

The outcome of the discussion was 
that a committee consisting of Messrs. 
A. KE. Dodman, Cecil Sutherland and 
M. J. Hutchinson was appointed to 
consult with the local officials of the 
Patriotic Fund and the National Ser- 
vice league, the duties of the commit- 
tee being to secure definite, specific 
information on typical cases demand- 
ing consideration and presenting their 
report to the ecitzens comprising the 
meeting last night before being sub- 
mitted to a general meeting which will 
be called in the near future and at 
which it is expected that some recom- 
mendations will be made to the gov- 
ernment sugegsting means by which 
those left insufficiently cared for by 
the state under existing arrangements 
may be given the assitance which the 
sacrifices of those whose death has 
left them in the position in which they 
now find themselves have demanded 
at the hands of the people of Canada, 

In view of the fact that doubtless 
other communities are experiencing 
similar conditons it is probable that 
at least other centres int Alberta and 
possibly those all over the Dominion

City Solicitor Bown has framed a 
complete bylaw_to deal with the regis- 


tration and regulation of bicycles and 
on Tuesday

The bylaw first of all requires the 
registration of all bicycles, and after- 
wards includes certain clauses now in 
the streets and traffic bylaw which 
deal with this clas of vehicle. There 
are additional clauses dealing with the 
speed when turning corners, éxtending 
the sidewalk prohibition to footpathe 
in parks and requiring the riders to 
sound a bell aud to keep, one or both 
hands on the handlebar of the bicycle. 

The registration fee is set at one 
dollar and for this a number p¥#te is 
provided for the bicycle. Carrying of 
lights at night is made compulsory, 
the speed limit is set at 10 miles per 
hour and the speed at turning corners 
at not more than six miles per hour. 
Bella must be rung when approaching 
pedestrians or vehicles, and one or 
both hands must at all times rest on 
the handlebar when riding. The pen- 
alty for infringement of the regula- 
tlons will, be a fine not cxceeding. $50, 
or imprisonment not exceeding 30 
days.

Trades and Labor Council at their 
Poeeting last night refused to approve 
of any referendum being taken of the 
labor unions of Alberta as to promot- 
ing @ general strike tn opposition tu 
the conscription act, The council 
went on record as being of opinion 
that the Trades and Labor Congress 
was the only body competent to deal 
vith this matter and it was decided 
to communicate with the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Labor asking that action 
should be taken’ in this direction, 
Council also decided that a delega‘e 
should be sent to the Trades and La- 
bor Congress at Ottawa which com- 
mences on September ! 7th. 


Ald. Kinney’e Views. 

Ald. Kinney, president of the Alber- 
ta Federation of Labor, said that he 
had received a wire from Calgary with 
regard to a referendum on this sub- 
ject of a general strike being taken 
among all the unions in the Alberta 
Federation, and he had replied in the 
negative. In explanation of this at- 
titude, Ald. Kinney said that he be- 
lieved that a general strike would not 
inconvenience the government to any 
appreciable extent or lead them to 
take any action in recalling it. They 
had an instance of this in the coal 
wtrike recently, which, although it had 
caused hardships, had not effected the 
government, even though no action 
was taken to fill the places of the 
strikers. Had the coal strike been di- 
rected against the government, he 
believed that they woull have filled 
the places of the strikers in two 
weeks, even if it had been necessary 
to Chinamen, as had been suggest- 
ed. To his mind the only strike which 
would influence the government to 
any degree would be one of the trang- 
portation workers, and they hed re- 
ceived intimation fro mone of the In- 
ternational leaders that he wonll be 
opposed to sich a strike, His tdea 
was that the best way to oppose the 
act was to send as many delegates as 
possible to the Trades and Labor 
Congress and have a definit» policy

NEW ANGLE TO 
FEEDING OF 


GARBAGE 


‘“‘What Is There To Hinder 
Feeding It To Poultry?’ 


Is Asked. 

A new poeee of the garbage feedin 
problem has been sprun yy one oO 
the men who has been feeding gar: 
bage to swine. When = questioned 
about his feeding of garbage he 


frankly remarked: ‘What !s there 
to hinder feeding it to poultry?” 

In order to feed garbage to swine 
it is necessary, under the  presant 
regulations, to have a license from the 
Dominion government and to cook 
the garbage with a steam cooker, 
which it is said costs in the neighbor- 
hood of $200. ‘ 

Owing to the exerlence of the own- 
er of the hogs which were shot be- 
cause of the cholera Which Uiey con- 
tracted from garbage feeding, several 
who have been feeding garbage to 
swine in and around the city are now 
seriously considering the stopping of 
the practice. Other garbage feeders, 
however, have said that they would 
continues to feed it, for there would 
be more garbage available after the 
others stopped using it 

The hint that it would still be haul- 
ed with the ostensible purpose to feed 
it to poultry may or may rot be only 
a blind, When no one was around } 
would he dificult to know whether or 
not garbage was also fed to the swine 

Thus the problem revolves back 
again upon the city as to what it wil! 
do with the garbage and what it will 
allow the citizens and those who live 
outside bu’ near the city to do with 
the garbage gathered in the city. 

The argument of economic waste if 
the garbage is gathered by the city 
and destroyed in the incinerator te 
counter balanced with the enormous 
loss to the whole province if an epl- 
demic of cholera seriously crippled o 
destroyed the tudustry of swine pro- 
duction and the breeding of prise 
winning champion pure breds The 
phase of poultry eating the garbage 
hauled from the city raises a new 
point as to whether the feeding of 
rotten garbege would or would not af- 
fect the quality of egg production and 
whether or not it would have any fo- 
fect upon the market price of eggs or 
the health of the birds, 


HERE’S BAD NEWS: 
ROLLER COASTER 
WILL BE CLOSED 


East End Park Amusement Fea- 
tnre Has Not Been Making 
Money 


On the ground that its operation 
does not pay at the present time the 
roller-couster is to shortly stop run- 
ning at the East Eind Park. Normally 
the roller coaster should not stop until 
Septempher. 

On Monday a representative of the 
company who operate the roller coast- 
er under agreement with the city wait- 
ed on the commissioners and asked 
that it might be closed down for the 
season as it did not pay to run right 
along now. As there is a clause in the 
agreament to provide for such an 
eventuality the commissioners agreed 

The city derives very Hittle income

Three hundred Lutherans from Wetas- 
kiwin, Brightview, Peace Hills, Leduc, 
Nisku, Edmonton, Bruderheim, Beav- 
er Hills, Spruce Grove, Blueberry and 
Golden Spike joined in the festival. 

The morning service was conducted 
by Rev. G. Griesse of Medicine Hat, 
who dwelt on the blessings the church 
and state, which the world fell heir to 
throughly the greece of God. An inapir- 
ing. feature of the service was the sing- 
Ing of the “Battle Hymn of the Re- 
formation’: ‘A mighty fortress is our 
God," by the assembly of 2,000 Luth- 
erans. 

In the afternoon the Rev. M. Pfoten- 
hauer, Luseland, Sask., spoke on “The 
Bible, a precious heirloom bequeathed 
to mankind,” and encouraged all faith- 
fully to guard and prize it. Rev. A. 
Schwerman, Wetaskiwin, preached to 
an overflow meeting and emphasized 
that the three outstanding doctrines of 
Luther, the Bible the fountain of faith, 
liberty of conscience, and separation 
of church and state, ought to be duly 
appreciated and prize By every 
Protestant 

Convention Closes 


The convention of Lutheran pastors 
and laymen closed Saturday afternoon 
This gathering marks an.epoch in the 
history of the Lutheran church Jn Al- 
berta, commemorating the 400th an- 
niversary of the Reformation. The 
Lutheran church is the church of the 
Reformation in which the principles 
are preserved and published, the prin- 
ciples that the Bible is the only true 
and infallible source and rule of faith; 
that man is saved by faith without the 
deeds of the law, that Christ Jesus 
is the only mediator. These princt- 
pire permeated the discussion lead by 

ev. J. Herzer of Calgary, who pointed 
out that these fundamental truths 
have been stamped tndefibly on the 
policy of the Lutheran church synods, 
ecclesiastical bodies have no author- 
ity to command what God has not per- 
mitted. The Christian bows to one 
authority, Christ. His word is law 
in the church. The Christian congre- 
gation is the court of last appeal in all 
matte not fixed by Scriptures. 

Rev. C. F. Walther, superintendent 
of missions in Canada, was present to 
receive the reports of the missionaries, 
Reports showed that the old gospel of 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified as be- 
lHeved and preached by the Lutheran 
church js not antiquated and out-of- 
date as sume would have it, but is 
adapted to modern conditions, Is still 
the power of God unto salvation.

In the earlier stages of the war 
a good many of the more pro- 
minent newspaper supporters of 
the Government ‘‘assisted’’ re- 
cruiting by denouncing people as 
! slackers for not enlisting in great- 
er numbers, and now the provinces 
which have contributed more men 
than they were asked for are re- 
warded by the same newspapers 
by being branded as the abode of 
‘* Austro-Germans,’’ Yet some 
people affect to consider it strange 
that the spirit of voluntary sacri- 
fice did not thrive on this sort of 
treatment! 


The Government propose to im- 
pose penalties upon any person or 
paper adjudged guilty of hamper- 
ing the enforcement of the con- 
scription bill, There would be 
no reasonable objection to such 
penalties if Canada had a Govern- 
ment which exercised its punitive 
powers for the ends of justice, and 
not for political purposes. But 
how these new powers would be 
employed by the present Govern- 
ment must be judged by the way it 
has exercised the powers it already 
possesses. In the past three years 
individuals have been jailed, and 
newspapers suppressed, who or 
which in other provinces said or 
published what was calculated to 
hamper the work of reerifiting— 
and quite properly so. But in 
the province of Quebec the politi- 
cal allies of the Ministers have 
during the same period been allow- 
ed to carry on a violent, deliberate 
and persistent campaign to pre: 
vent recruiting effort, and of late 
to plot, promote and advertise re- 
bellion, without interference or 
punishment. By the same appli- 
cation of the new penalties, per- 
sons or papers outside Quebec ex- 
pressing opposition to conscrip- 
tion would be jailed and suspend- 
ed, while Nationalist speakers and 
newspapers would be allowed to 
paralyze conscription in Quebec 
as they have for three years para- 
lyzed voluntary enlistment in that 
province, Used as the present 
punitive powers of the Govern- 
ment have been used, the new 
penalties would not be employed 
to assist the uniform enforcement 
of coaseription, but simply to sup- 
press criticism in eight of the 
provinces of the Dominion, while 
in the province where conseription 
is most needed they would be held 
in abeyance, and conscription 
stalled as voluntary enlistment 
has been stalled.

Reports issued by the Dominion 
census office destroy the notion 
that we may hope for a bumper 
crop of grain from the Canadian 
fields this year. They indicate 
that the probable returns Will be 
a few points below the average for 
the past, nine years. This, of 
course, is disappointing, but it 
does not foreshadow any calami- 
tous condition. At the prevailing 
prices a half crop would bring in 
far more cash returns than a full 
crop in an ordinary year. So far 
as Canada is concerned the short- 
age will only tend to discount the 
abnormally: large revenue we 
would otherwise get from the 
grain crop—not to diminish our 
average income from that source. 
The regret.is that as the world is 
short of food we will not be able 
to contribute to its need as much 
as we would like to and had 
hoped to. 

So far as the dispatches show, 
the political crisis in Berlin is 
mainly due to a dispute among 
party leaders as to what \form of 
words would be most likely to en- 
snare the Allies into making a 
compromise peace treaty. The 
leaders are quarreling, it ap- 
pears, about what they shall tell 
the woald Germany is fighting for. 
A quarrel among the enemy is, of 
course, interesting and Welcome, 
whatever the cause, but the im- 
portance of this particular quarrel 
should not be _ over-estimated. 
Germany is fighting for exactly 
the same thing it started to fight 
for three years ago—world power. 
There may be rivalry among the 
Gerinan leaders as to which of 
them can cloak this unchanged 
purpose in the most plausible-look- 
ing lie, and no doubt there is 
among them a considerable varia 
tion in the talent for mendacity. 
But that any of them, or all of 
them together, can lie impressive 
ly enough on this particular sub- 
zect to delude the world is not now 
probable. The retirement of 
Hollweg in no way alters the pur- 
pose of the Prussian drive against 
civilization. It only substitutes 
a new prevaricator for the old 
apologist. Whether he is more or 
less skillful remains to be seen. 
But that —-however great his talent 
and industry in that ‘respect—he 
gan make the nations believe at 
this stage that the wolf has turned 
to a lamb is not very likely. he 
fFluns have surely made their pur- 
pose clear, beyond the ability of 
inyone to fool them with twaddle 
about Berlin ’s pacific intentions.

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POLITICS IN WAR. 
It is universally admitted that 
Canada has need of all her men. 
Of those who are physically fit and 


can be spared from industrial 
employment, many thousands are 
needed in the firing Jine, and all 
those not needed there are wanted 
for industrial empleyment at 
home. James Arthurs, Conserva- 
tive M.P. for Parry Sound, Ont., 
who went overseas aS colonel of 
a battalion, when speaking in the 
House of Commons on the con- 
scription bill on June 26t6h, is re- 
ported in Hansard as making the 
following statement: 


“There are in England about 
12,900 men who should be returned 
to ‘Canada, Personally I do not be- 
lieve that any man should be ie 4 
in England who is unfit to fight In 
France, or about to become unfit. 
Every man in class B now in_ Eng- 
land should be returned to Canada 
in order to provide the necessary 
labor required on our farms and in 
our factories, These men are per- 
fectly fit in the ordinary sense of 
the word, but unfit for service in 
France simply through some minor 
defect in their eyesight, hearing, 
feet, or something of that “bs: 
and which probably has been S- 
covered after their enlistment.’ 


The statement of Mr. Arthurs 
is startling, and is made with au- 
thority. It throws a lurid light 
on the military methods that pre- 
vail in Canada. At a time when 
our farms and factories both need 
men we have practically 13,000 
men in England absolutely fit for 
industrial, but unfit for military 
service. We are keeping them 
in England at an average cost of 
not less than $2 per day per man. 
This totals up to $26,000 a day, 
$750,000 a month or nine millions 
a year, for which we get no re- 
turn in military service and suffer 
at least an equal loss from their 
withdrawal from productive in- 
dustry in Canada. Mr, Arthurs 
very properly advocates the re- 
tutn of these men to Canada. 
Their return would at least make 
possible the release for active mili- 
tary service of an equal number of 
men now needed in industrial em- 
ployment here. 

How far the condition mention- 
ed by Mr, Arthurs has gone, the 
public do not know. It is known 
that men have already been re- 
turned to Canada because physi- 
cally unfit for the firing line— 
but how many is not known. To 
a recent enquiry as to the number, 
the Government ~ replied — un- 
truthfully. it. is to. be. presumed——- 
that they had no records on the 
subject. 

Whether the men already re- 
turned are many or few, the fact 
that they were returned is evi- 
dence that they should not have 
been taken over. It is also evi- 
dence that for whatever time they 
were kept on the strength of the 
force either in England or Canada 
they were kept at the same cor- 
responding cost and loss as_ the 
13,000 men whom Mr. Apthurs 
says are still in England. 

It is a serious matter that men 
should be taken from the farms 
and factories who cannot be used 
in the firing line. That such a 
thing has occurred and to such an 
enormous extent is proof of gross 
mismanagement of our military 
affairs. Just how this misman- 
agement has arisen is a_ matter 
that calls for investigation and in- 
formation. The report of Dr, H. 
A, Bruce, dated September 20th, 
1916, which has been the subject 
of considerable controversy, opens 
with this paragraph‘ 

“Many hundreds of, soldiers obvi- 
ously medically unfit for service 


overseas have been sent from Can- 
ada to England," 


He follows this general  state- 
ment with many pages of facts 
and figures in its support. 

The reply of the Director of 
Canadian Medical Services, Sur- 
geon-General E, C, Jones, defend- 
ing his administration from Dr. 
Bruce's criticisms, opens with the 
frank admission ; 


“There is no question of 
that a large number of men 
been sent over from Canada 
must have been medically 
when they were enlisted.” 


The report of the Baptie com. 
mission, which was selected and 
appointed to discredit the  criti- 
cisms of Dr. Bruce, opens as 
follows: 


“The board is agreed that large 
numbers of soldiers have come, and 
continue to come, from Canada who 
are unfit for service at the front,” 


Thére is therefore no argument 
as to the substantial correctness of 
Mr, Arthurs’ statement, nor that 
the condition which he objected to 
on June 26th, 1917, had been 
within the official knowledge of 
the Government eyer since Sep- 
tember 80th, 1916, a period of 
nine months. That at the end of 
nine months of official knowledge 
there were still 13,000 militarily 
unfit men in England is evidence 
that if conditions had not grown 
actually worse during that period 
of official knowledge, they had 
not grown substantially better, 
In other words, having full know- 
ledge of the facts for nine months, 
the Government did nothing to 
remedy the evil, and the condition 
became so extreme that one of its 
most bitterly partisan supporters 
himself 


doubt 
have 
who 
unfit 
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of responsibility in the matter by 
disclosing the facts. 

The full measure of the evil 
goes further than the mere money 
cost, and loss of industrial  sey- 
vice. Dr. Bruce is authority for 
the statement that 


“This condition of affairs has seri- 
ously handicapped the Canadian ex- 
peditionary force, both as regards 
organization and training in the 
United Kingdom and efficiency in 


the field.’ 

The Baptie report, dated De- 
cember 22nd, 1917, makes a find- 
ing as to the causes of the condi- 
tion complained of, as follows: 


“This it believes to have been due 
to inexperience on the part of the 
examining medical officers, partly to 
hurry, partly to carelessness, and 
lastly, in some instances, to the 
opinion of the é@xamining medical 
officer being over-ridden or ignored 
by commanding officers.” 


A certain military condition 
which seriously handicapped the 
organization and training of the 
Canadian forces in England and 
also their efficiency in the field, 
was officially stated to exist on 
September 30th, 1916, the reasons 
for its existence were officialy 
stated on December 22nd, 1916, 
and it continued to exist, if pos- 
sible, in an aggravated degree, on 
June 26th, 1917, Evidently the 
causes were too deep rooted to be 
eradicated, or else no effort was 
made to eradicate them. 

How cq@ild ft have happened 
that beca tee of ‘inexperience on 
the part of examining” medical 
officers’? medicaliy unfit men 
were accepted unless the examin- 
ing medical officers were appoint- 
ed because of their politics rather 
than their efficiency. Inefficient, 
because inexperienced, men must 
have been appointed, if the Baptie 
report is correct. Surely with so 
many to choose from, inexperienc- 
ed medical men would not have 
been appointed except on political 
recommendations or for party 
services, 

If this applies to the appoint 
ment of inexperienced medical 
men, how much more must it ap- 
ply to those who passed medically 
unfit men because of ‘‘hurry’’ or 
‘‘oarelessness.’’ The experienced 
medical man who would be guilty 
of hurry or carelessness in a case 
in which the lives of men and the 
honor and safety of the nation 
were concerned, could not have 
been appointed because of his 
known reliability. If the inex- 
perienced medical examiner was 
appointed for reasons of polities, 
not of war, certainly the unreli- 
able practitioner must have been 
appointed for like reasons. 

But the Baptie finding only lays 
part of the blame on inexperienced 
and unreliable medical examiners 
It further finds that the opinion of 
the examining medical officer was 
in some instances ‘‘over-ridden or 
ignored by the commanding offi- 
cers.’’ How could the decision 
of a medical officer in a question 
of medical fitness be over-vidden 
by a commanding officer? This 
could only be.if the commanding 
officer held his position by politi- 
eal pull, instead of because of mili- 
tary efficiency or enthusiasm. 
Under well-understod military law 
and practice, the commanding 
officer has no authority to vary 
or ignore the findings of the medi- 
eal officer. When he exercised 
such authority as the Baptie re- 
port finds he did, it proves first 
that he held his position by politi- 
cal pull; and second that he used 
it without regard to the good of 
the service, 

Just two of the many specific in- 
stances cited by Dr, Bruce will be 
sufficient to show how fully the 
criticisms made are justified, 


“gohso7, Private Clements, of tHe 
34th Battalion Age 80 years; 79 
years when enlisted at Guelph, 
Mareh 19th, 1915, Disability ad- 
vanced, hardening of the arteries, 
Examined by Major Ratz, Guelph,” 

“Private R. Mick, 297454, enlist- 
ed with the 224th Battalion, in 
March 17, 1916, at Pembroke, 
Ontario He is sixteen Years of 
age, weighs 80 Ibs, only, and had tn- 
fantile paralysis which left him with 
undeveloped and weak muscles in 
the right hip and thigh. He left 
Canada three weeks after — enlist- 
ment and has been In hospital in 
England most of the time since ar- 
riving, suffering fron: his legs.” 


It is reported on good authority 
that of 12 certain battalions which 
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went to England in _ 1916, the 
total strength on arrival was 8,332, 
out of which number 1,367, or 16.4 
per cent., were found to be medi- 
cally unfit. It will be noted that 
these battalions were over 5,000 
men short of full strength before 
the unfits were deducted and 
after the deduction they had men 
for only six battalions, but en 
for 12, 


There is no doubt that unfit men 
were systematically accepted in 
order to make up numbers that 
would seem to justify sending the 
battalion with its officers over- 
seas. What happened in Eng- 
land was kept from the Canadian 
public by the censorship; or if the 
facts became known they were 
justified on the ground of ‘‘mili- 
tary necessity.’’ Political neces- 
sity took unfit men and surplus 
as well as unfit officers to Eng- 
land. Military necessity dictated 
that they should not be sent to 
France. 


The evidence is conclusive that 
the Borden Government from Aug- 
ust 4th, 1914, until the present 
date has been waging war by play- 
ing politics, not only in regard to 
the contracts for munitions, equip- 
ment, and supplies, but even in the 
enlistment of men, and in the 
appointment of those who as offi- 
cers had charge in large measure 
of the lives of those men. The 
Government that did not hesitate 
to play politics with the blood and 
agony and sacrifice of the people 
under’voluntary enlistment now 
demands of Parliament, without 
regard to the people, a mandate to 
transfer the service that has 
hitherto been voluntary, ‘into ser- 
vice by compulsion. If, and 
when, given that authority will 
they be less or more likely to con- 
tinue to use the occasion of the 
war for the personal or political 
prestige and financial advantage 
of themselves and their friends? 
Conscription is only right if it is 
fair. Who could expect con- 
scription to be fair under the ad- 
ministration of men whose war re- 
cord has been such as that of the 
Borden Government; judged by 
the findings of their.supporters in 
Parliament and the commissions 
appointed by themselves?

The New Zealand Way

The New Zealand Government hag a 
tough and ftéady way of reducing the 
high cost of living. It goes into the 
business in.competition with the deal- 
ers. The United States consul general 
at Auckland reports to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce the establishment 
of two Government meat shops in that 
city, at which the price of meat was 
at the start on an average from eight 
to ten Centa a pound below that charg- 
ed in the private shops. Naturally, 
ifter this proceeding, the prices in the 
private shops fell to those of the Gov- 

rnment establishments. It is claimed 

that these enforced prices still left a 
margin of profit to the dealers, This 
may be true—in which case the gov- 
ernmental proceeding was merely 
equivalent to fixing a maximum profit 
by law. Some times we may envy the 
summary methods which seem to be 
posaible in the Australasian lands, but 
ic is perfectly plain that the American 
public would never submit to them.

The following supplementary an- 
swer to a legal inquiry as to the legal 
status of cats is submitted: 

“We do not understand what you 
mean by your questions ag to the legal 
status of the ordinary domestic cat 
and a prize or pedigreed cat. A cat 
has no legal status, A cat is a domes- 
tic animal which may be the subject 
of larceny at common law. A cat is 
not ordinarily kept in a state of con- 
finement and may be said to be kept 
for a lawful purpose. 

Section 509 of the Criminal Code 
defines “wilfully” as follows: “Every 
one who causes any event by an act 
which he knew would probably cause 
il, being reckless whether such event 
happens or not, is deemed for the pur- 
pose of this part to have caused it 
wilfully,” 

A person who puts out poison for a 
cat must be taken to Know the prob 
able result of his action, and he might 
be said to be reckless whether the 
event happened or not.

illy and helping to expell an enemy 
from French soll. The King of France 
had been driven almost into the last 
corner of his realm when, by a sudden 
turn of fortune, on the 17th of July 
1429, Charles VII, relleved from his 
dangers, was crowned at Rhelms, and 
all this through the wonderful work of 
a peasant girl, Jeanne D'Arc, While 
there is much mystery as to the orl- 
gin of Jeanne, it is known that she 
was born at Demremi, a small village 
on the Meuse, presumably in the year 
1410. From childhood she 1s supposed 
o have had visions, She grew up amid 
warfare which ravaged her home land 
and she became preoccupied with the 
troubles of her people, Then, it 1s 
said, the Archangel appeared before 
her and announced to her that she 
would be the savior of France. She 
communicated this to her uncle, who 
insisted upon taking her before the 
governor, The latter only ridiculed 
her assumptions of offering to drive 
France's enemies from her soll, Fin- 
ally, however, tales concerning her 
spread through France and she was 
at length brought before the king, 
who had disguised himself and stood 
among his courtiers. She recognized 
him at once, however, and gradually 
belief in her powers became stronger. 
She was given an army and_ sent 
against the English. She defeated 
them repeatedly and as soon as she 
had driven them from Rheims, Charles 
proceeded to that town to be crowned, 
However, her increasing power made 
enemies fog her at court and Charles, 
whom she had virtually placed on 
the throne, ignored her. Shortly af- 
terward she was capturéd by the Eng- 
lish after an engagement in which 
her forces were greatly outnumbered, 
She was taken to Rouen and tried 
and condemned as a witch, She was 
burned at the stake on May 30, 1431. 


CONGRATULATIONS, MR. PUNCH! 

England and, in fact, the entire 
English speaking world, will stop for 
a moment today in the arduous work 
of warfare to shake hands with Mr. 
Punch, who has been funnier for a 


longer ‘ime than any other gentle- 
man of his kind. Punch, the most 
famous humorous publication in the 


English language, was first issued on 
July 17, 1841. The founders of the 
paper seem to have been born lucky, 
or maybe Punch was, for the whole 
edition of 5,000 copies was sold out 
yn the same day. They were so over- 
joyed that they immediately gave a 
reprint order for 6,000 additional 
coples and these were all taken up 
on the following day. A sale of 10,000 
coples of the first number of a three- 
penny humorous periodical was no 
mean achievement in those days, and 
it wouldn't be considered a bad begin- 
ning nowadays by any means. Since 
its establishment Punch has had seven 
different covers, the first having been 
designed by A. 8. Henning.

Winnipeg, July 16.—Jack Leroy, 4- 
year-old son of R. H. Leroy, who was 
on a visit to friends at Carberry, was 
so badly burned when his clothing 
caught fire while playing with matches 
Saturday afternoon that he died in 
the General hospital here at 10 o'clock 
Saturday night. On hearing of the
